‘“LINES WRITTEN AT POINT LOOK- 
ouT.’’—Several years ago the follow- 
ing beautiful lines, given below, were 
aes ewe by the papers of this city, 

ut happening yesterday to come 
across them in an exchange we could 
not refrain from reproducing them. 
Aside from the beauty of the poem 
and the deep pathos portrayed in ev- 
ery line, a tender chord will be 
touched in the heart of every reader 
who knew and properly appreciated 
the author—the late Captain George . 
M. Whiting, of this city. They seem 
to speak from that honored grave in 
the Confederate Cemetery, where this 
true man and brave soldier sleeps. 
They are the reflex of the noble im- 
pulses of a heart that Knew no guile 
in success, brave in the hour of trial 
and proud in the humility of defeat. 

The lines in question were written 
at Point Lookout, where the writer 
first heard the news of the surrender 
of Lee, as he was on his way home 
after an imprisonment of two years 
and a half at Johnston’s Island, 
where he contracted the germ of the 
disease which consigned him to an 
early grave:

JURISDICTION OF JUSTICES OF THE 
PraceE.—One of the most important 
acts passed by the late General As- 
sembly was the one entitled ‘‘A bill 
to amend chapter 32 of the Assem- 
bly, known as Battle’s Revisal, which 
chapter is entitled Crimes and Pun- 
ishments,’’ and chapter 33, Battle’s 
Reyisal, entitled, ‘‘Criminal Proceed- 


We regret that our space is not suf- 
ficient to copy the bill entire, and 
only propose to detail a few of its 
most important provisions. The act 
is on file in the office of the Secretary 
of ‘State, where justices and other 
persons interested can get a certified 
copy on application by sending the 
small fees charged by the office. 

The preamble of the bill reads: 
Whereas great expense is incurred 
by counties, and sometimes unneces- 
sary hardships are imposed upon 

ersons charged with petty offences 
by reason of the long time between 
their imprisonment upon the charge 
and a regular term of the Superior 
Court of thecounty. And Whereas, it 
is desirable for these and other reasons 
to increase the present jurisdiction of 
Justices of the Peace to hear and fully 
determine criminal charges and ac- 
tions for petty offences within the 
Constitutional limits; Now there-

where the injury exceeds five dollars, 
penalty and fine as above. 

Punishment for assault, where the 
assault was without intent to kill and 
when no deadly weapon was used, 
and no serious damage done, an 
when the party injured shall make 
complaint before a Justice of the 
Peace, etc. Penalty same as above. 

Failing to work on public roads, 
penalty same as above. 

Persons forbidden not to enter 
lands, penalty same as above. 

Hunting on the Sabbath, penalty 
same as above. 

Husband guilty of misdemeanor 
for abandoning family, penalty same 
as above, with a provision to strike 
out the words ‘‘or both in the discre- 
tion of the Judge of the Superior 
Court before whom the case is tried.”’ 

Fined or imprisoned for not pro- 
viding for his family. Amended the 
same as above. 

Vagrancy, penalty fifty dollars fine 
or imprisonment for one month, with 
the following amendment: ‘And it 
shall be cognizable only before a Jus 
tice of the Peace of the county where 
it is committed, who may release the 
party on his giving a recognizance 
with or without surity for his indus- 
trious and peaceable deportment for 
one year or less from the date there- 
of; or may also impose on hima 
punishment not to exceed that above 
mentioned. 

Chapter 33, of Battle’s Revisal, is 
also amended so as to give Justices of 
the Peace the power to hear, try and 
determine in the manner prescribed 
in the chapter on criminal actions, 
for the offenses described in sections 
20, 43, 46, 85, 102, 111, 116, 117, 119, 
120 and 139, of chapter 32, Battle’s 
Revisal, when by said chapter 32, as 
amended by this act, or by any other 
law now in force, or which may here- 
after come in force, the punishment 
cannot exceed a fine of fifty dollars 
or imprisonment for one month. 

Chapter 33 is further amended by 
striking out the following words: 
‘‘That the offense was committed in 
his township.”’ 

The bill further provides that all 
cases now pending in the Superior 
Courts for the above offenses, be 
transferred to the Justices’ Courts.

THE editor of the Baltimore 


al examination which has been made 
by several architects of the Virginia 
state Capitol, and who declare the 
building to be entirely safe from 
tumbling down upon the heads of the 
Virginia legislators, declines to run 
for the Legislature in that State. Says 
he: 

“We once read of a practical en- 
gineer who made an examination of 
a boiler that was supposed to be de- 
fective, and pronounced the machine 
perfectly safe. In order to show his 
confidence in his own opinion he 
proposed to sit on the top of the boil- 
er, Which he did, and in about ten 
minutes both he and the boiler went 


up, ‘‘and the subsequent proceedings 
interested him no more.’’ 


GEN. GRANT has at last come to 
the conclusion that the carpet-bag 
element has not contributed much to 
the good of the Republican party in 
the South. He might equally as well 
remember that to this element, toa 
yreat extent, are the people of the 
southern States indebted forthe ruin 
und disaster which has been forced 
upon them within the last six or 
eight years. It isa matter of much 
congratulation, however, that the 
day of these interlopers is well-nigh 
exhausted—their power has been 
broken, and ere long they will have 


taken their flight back to their homes, 
if any they have. 


THE Baltimore Sun makes plea for 
the restoration of the officers of the 
United States Navy who left the ser- 
v.ce to enter that of the Confederate 
States, suggesting their restoration to 
rank in the old Navy. We agree 
with our cotemporary of the Norfolk 
Virginian that such suggestions are 
useless, and that the Southern offi- 
cers would reject. the offer if made 
them. The government at Wash- 
ington could never rise to that height 
of magnanimity, and if it could the 
officers mentioned would be altogeth- 
er unwilling to serve under those 
whom they formerly ranked, but 
who have been promoted during and 


since the war. Self-respect would 
restrain them. 


IN THE House of Representa- 
tives on Thursday anexciting debate 
occurred upon the bill partially res- 
toring the franking privilege. Several 
times during the discussion the con- 
fusion in the House became so great 
as tostop legislation. During the de- 
bate Mr. GARFIELD, of Ohio, argued in 
favor of allowing country papers to 
be circulated free in the county in 
which they are published. Says the 
report: 

‘He favored one section, and but 
one section of the bill—the third, in 
relation to the country press. He 
considered an editorial written once 
uw week by a calm, quiet country edi- 
tor, who met his neighbors and con- 
versed upon the current topics of the 
day, a reflex of public opinion rather 
than that of an editor of the metrop- 
olitan press, who rushed up five flights 


of stairs at midnight and dashed off 
an article.” 


THE gallant State of Texas, after 
the severe ordeal through which she 
has passed in the course of her re- 
construction and_ restoration, has 
come forth onceagain in her stren gth, 
with her armor buckled on for the 
struggle for a full restoration of that 
prosperity which formerly was hers. 
The reins of government have passed 
into the hands of Governor CoKE, 
formerly of Virginia, who is noted 
for his purity and honesty. His in- 
augural address fully indicates the 
man and the officer, and the people 
of the Lone Star State have just 
cause to be proud of the victory which 
they have won over Radical dishon- 
esty. The Governor says in the out- 
set of his inaugural : 

‘After passing through many vicis-

cette, notwithstanding the profession- 


— 


itudes and trials, and being chasten- 
od in the ordeal of adversity, you at 
length have reached the haven where 
the rights and powers of self-govern- 
ment are yours, and the duties and 
responsibilities of that condition are 
devolved upon you. ‘To-day, for the 
first time since she emerged from the 
ruin and disaster of the great civil 
war, Texas sees the inauguration 1n 
her capitol of a government chosen 
by the free and untrammeled suffrage 
of her people, having their confidence 
and looking to them for support and 
accountability. Let the heart of the 
vatriot throb with joy, for the old 
fandmayke of constitutional, repre- 
sentative government, so long lost, 
are this day restored, and the ancient 
liberties of the people of Texas re- 
established. The virtue and intelli- 
gence of the country, no longer ostra- 
eized, now wield their legitimate 1n- 
fluence, and thegovernment of Texas 
henceforth is to be administered in 
the interest and for the benefit of the 
ple and to reflect their will. I 
congratulate you, fellow-citizens, up- 
on this grand consummation ; upon 
our restoration to that which is the 
birth-right of the people of every 
State in this great Republic—the 
rightof local self-government, a right 
reserved by each of the several States 
when they formed the Union and 
created the Federal government; the 
right which reserves to the States re- 
spectively the power to regulate and 
eontrol their internal and domestic 
affairs, and so to shape their policy 
and direct the operations of their 
government as to give scope and de- 
velopment to the inclination and ge- 
nius of their people.’’ 


THE GRANT cry in the Presidential 
contest of 1872 was that the change 
in the financial policy of the govern- 
ment, consequent upon.the election 
of Mr. GREELEY, would so seriously 
unsettle values throughout the coun- 
try as to work irreparable harm to its 
business interests. That was the 
slogan of the struggle, uttered by 
Wall street and echoed from every 
business centre in the Northern 
States. Permanency of policy, it was 
declared, was necessary to the con- 
tinued prosperity of the people, and 
the people believing it, gave GRANT 
a second term. 

What has been the result ? 

The country has been visited by 
a panic more extensive in its in- 
fluence and range and more damag- 
ing in its results than any the coun- 
try has ever Known, and the men, 
the bankers, who were most promi- 
nent in the declaration of the neces- 
sity of the re-electionof GRANT, were 
the immediate cause of the ruin, and 
were the first to succumb to the 
storm. 


AT last the people of the North are 
beginning to realize the great wrong 
done the South by reconstruction. 
The direful consequences of negro 
rule in South Carolina, Mississippi 
and Louisiana have arrested public 
attention, and even so rabidly hostile 
a& paper asthe New York ZJimes is 
calling for a halt. We publish ex- 
tracts below from that journal,which 
show eijher a clearer appreciation of 
the actual condition of affairs in the 
reconstructed States, .or else the 
awakening of an apprehension that 
a knowledge of the facts upon the 
part of the people of the North will 
arouse a storm of virtuous indigna- 
tion against the party perpetrating 
the wrong, which will drive it from 
place and power in disgrace. The 
statements of the 7imes are in no 
wise exaggerated. The picture is. 
by no means, overdrawn. Fidelity 
to truth would give deeper coloring 
to its most hideous features. No peo- 
ple have ever been more foully plun- 
dered and insulted than have the 
people of these Southern States, and 
certainly no people have ever borne 
injury and insult with more firmness 
and dignity. 

They have been as grand in defeat 
as they were heroic in war—their for- 
titude in adversity is only equalled 
by their courage in danger. Sucha 
peopie deserved to be treated with 
magnanimity and generosity, but 
for party purposes, in order to retain 
its ascendancy in the affairs of the 
nation the Republican party, by its 
representatives in Congress and 
through its press, has striven to se- 
cure their ruin with an energy that 
is untiring and a hate that is hellish. 

Weare glad to see that a better 
spirit, if that be the inoving cause, is 
beginning to develop itself, but we 
hope for no permanent, substantial 
good to our ‘people until the party 
now in power is swept from public 
place by the voice of an indignant 
people. 

The Times says : 


‘“‘At a moment when the sad con- 
dition of affairs in Louisiana is at- 
tracting the attention of the whole 
country, and when Mississippi has 
elected a steamboat porter to the 
United States Senate only because 
his skin is black, the proceedings of 
the South Carolina Legislature are 
more scandalgus than at any time 
since the close of the war. No one 
can deny that some of the members 
of the colored race have displayed a 
rare capacity for public affairs. Yet, 
owing toa combination of unfortu- 
nate circumstances, the race has not 
distinguished itself favorably in the 
three States we have mentioned. 
With Louisiana we have recently 


‘dealt at length, and we need not now 


refer to it more in detail. Mississip- 
pi is notin so bad acondition, and 

as not been plundered to the same 
extent, but the recent elections prove 
that the State can hope for no sub- 
stantial prosperity under its present 
control. It is, however, in South 
Carolina that negro domination in 
affairs is most pronounced, and there 
its evils are most apparent. 

“If there were any doubt of the 
unfitness of the present rulers of the 
State to hold the trust now reposed 
in them, they would be wholly re- 
moved by the perusal of a sketch of 
the Pure a of a recent session of 
the Legislature which we print in 
another column. Those who have 
hoped that matters were improving 
in South Carolina will be sorely dis— 
appointed by this latest specimen of 
the temper which controls the law- 
of the State. There 
would be little cause to complain that

the manners of the legislators are not 
better than in former years if the 
morals had improved. But this, un- 
happily, does not appear to he the 
case. The Legislature of South Caro- 
lina is apparently a gang of thieves, 
intent only upon plundering the 
ple whom it is supposed to serve. 
ong practice has made the Legisla- 
ture of the State a perfected system 
of brigandage. Ignorant negroes, 
transplanted from the cotton tields 
tothe halls of the Capitol, where 
they have been drilled by unscrupu- 
lous white adventurers, have natu- 
rally made a mockery of govern- 
ment, and bankrupted the State. It 
is not surprising that such legisla- 
tors, representing constituencies de- 
based by a long period of vassalage, 
and under such tutelage, should have 
displayed an ingenuity im fraud 
which has no parallel in history. 
“Itis among the least of the de- 
plorable consequences of negro su- 
premacy in South Carolina that the 
credit of the State has been utterly 
destroyed. The State debt has been 
increased over $10,000,000 since the 
close of the war, and nothing has 
b2en secured in publicimprovemcn s 
tor this prodigal waste of the public 
revenues. The bonds of the State 
are worthless, and matters have now 
become so desperate that the robbers 
who rule it are forced to depend for 
their stealings upon the pittance of 
taxation which can still be wrung 
from an impoverished people. Pub- 
lic morals have been so debased tbat 
any hope for purification from with- 
in the State can hardly be entertain- 
ed.”’
